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SUMMARY. THE RETURN TO PEKING OF THE ONLY TWO PARTY CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE MEMBERS POSTED ABROAD SUGGESTS THE CONVENING OF A PARTY 
PLENUM COULD BE AT HAND. MEANWHILE PRAISE IN THE MEDIA OF CADRE 
FROM WORKER RANKS HINTS AT POSSIBLE EFFORTS TO INCREASE WORKER 
REPRESENTATION IN THE NEXT CENTRAL COMMITTEE, WITH 27 OF THE 43 
CENTRAL COMMITTEE MEMBERS IDENTIFIABLE AS WORKER HAVING ALREADY 
TAKEN LEADING POSTS IN THE REVITALIZED TRADE UNIONS. ON THE 
INTERNATIONAL SIDE, ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE SINO-SOVIET CIVIL AIR 
AGREEMENT COMES AMIDST EXTENSIVE PRC MEDIA COVERAGE OF ADVERSE 
EUROPEAN COMMENT EXPRESSING SUSPICION OF SOVIET INTENTIONS AND 
EMBITIONS. PEKING'S VIP TREATMENT OF VARIOUS CHINESE- AMERICAN 
VISITORS AND GROUPS REACHED A NEW LEVEL WITH PHYSICIST YANG CHEN 
NING'S AUDIENCE WITH CHAIRMAN MAO ON JULY 17. END SUMMARY 

1. PLENUM INDICATIONS 

PREPARATIONS FOR A PARTY PLENUM MAY BE WELL ADVANCED AND THE EVENT 
COULD BE AT HAND, JUDGING FROM THE RETURN TO PEKING JULY 15 OF THE 
PRC AMBASSADOR TO ALBANIA, LIU CHEN-HUA, WHO IS AN ALTERNATE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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MEMBER OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. PRC WASHINGTON CHIEF HUANG CHEN, 

A FULL MEMBER OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE, RETURNED TO PEKING EARLIER. 
HUANG AND LIU ARE THE ONLY CENTRAL COMMITTEE MEMBERS POSTED 
ABROAD. HOWEVER, PRESS REPORTS FROM TAIPEI OF A BLACKOUT ON PRC 
RADIO REPORTS OF TOP LEADERSHIP ACTIVITIES IS INACCURATE, AND AT 
LEASE ONE PROVINCIAL CHIEF AND CENTRAL COMMITTEE MEMBER (WEI KUO- 
CHING, KWANGSI) WAS REPORTED IN HIS CAPITAL ON JULY 16.

2. LEADERSHIP 

CENTRAL LEADERS HAVE IN FACT BEEN VERY ACTIVE, INCLUDING MAO AND 
CHOU WHO RECEIVED CHINESE- AMERICAN SCIENTIST YANG CHEN-NING ON 
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JULY 17. ON THE SAME DAY, YAO WEN- YUAN LED A TURNOUT FOR THE 
VISITING EDITOR-IN-CHIEF OF HANOI'S NHAN DAN NEWSPAPER (INDICATING 
THAT YAO CONTINUES TO BE AN IMPORTANT FIGURE IN MEDIA AFFAIRS), 

WHILE TENG HSIAO-PING RECEIVED VISITING NEPALESE ROYALTY. 

MILITARY AFFAIRS COMMISSION VICE CHAIRMEN YEH CHIEN-YING, HSU 
HSIANG-CHIEN (WHO RETURNED FROM HIS MISSION TO ALBANIA JULY 15), 

AND HIEH JUNG-CHEN WERE ALSO PROMINENT IN PUBLIC EVENTS, AND WE 
NOTE THAT NCNA LISTED NIEH AHEAD OF POLITBURO ALTERNATE LI TEH- 
SHENG AT A JULY 15 TURNOUT. 

3. AT ANOTHER LEVEL, NCNA JULY 16 FOR THE FIRST TIME CONFIRMED 
LIU HSIANG-PING'S APPOINTMENT AS MINISTER OF PUBLIC HEALTH (WR 26). 

ALSO DURING THE WEEK, NCNA IDENTIFIED MA JEN-HUI AS DIRECTOR OF 
CIVIL AVIATION OF CHINA (CAAC). MA, FORMERLY CAAC'S DEPUTY 
DIRECTOR REPLACES LONG-TIME CAAC CHIEF KUANG JEN-NUNG, POSSIBLY 
RELIEVING KUANG FOR NEW DUTIES WITH THE AIR FORCE WHERE HE HAS 
BEEN A DEPUTY COMMANER (HONG KONG 7137).

4. WORKER CADRE AND THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE 

PRC MDIA RECENTLY HAVE BEEN PLUGGING CADRE FROM WORKER RANKS AND 
PEOPLE S DAILY HAS NOW HINTED AT THE POSSIBILITY OF EFFORTS TO 
INCREASE WORKER REPRESENTATION IN THE NEXT CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 

MEANWHILE, WORKER CADRE WHO ARE MEMBERS AR ALTERNATES OF THE 
PRESENT CENTRAL COMMITTEE ARE STRONGLY GRAVITATING TOWARD LEADER- 
SHIP POSITIONS IN THE REVITALIZED TRADE UNIONS (TU). WITH NEW 
TU COMMITTEES NOW FORMED IN TWO-THIRDS OF THE PROVINCES, 27 OF THE 
CONFIDENTIAL

43 CENTRAL COMMITTEE MEMBERS IDENTIFIABLE AS WORKERS HAVE TAKEN 
LEADING POSTS IN THIS MASS ORGANIZATION. WE SPECULATE THAT THE 
WORKERS MAY BE USED AS A TOOL TO REDUCE OR OFFSET THE MILITARY'S 
HEAVY REPRESENTATION IN THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. SUCH A MOVE WOULD 
PROBABLY BE CONTROVERSIAL (HONG KONG 7195).

5. CADRE 

THE REGIME HAS MOVED TO OVERHAUL THE CULTURAL REVOLUTION INSTITUTION 
OF MAY 7 CADRE SCHOOLS IN AN APPARENT EFFORT TO PRESERVE THEM BY 
MAKING THEM MORE PALATABLE TO ASSIGNEES AND OTHER CRITICS. NCNA 
JULY 1 1 REPORTED THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE AND THE STATE COUNCIL HAD 
RECENTLY HELD A CONFERENCE IN PEKING, AND PEOPLE'S DAILY MARKED 
THE EVENT WITH AN EDITORIAL CALLING FOR THE SCHOOLS TO BE RUN 
WELL. BOTH SOURCES EMPHASIZED STUDY, AND UNDERSCORED THE NEED TO 
PROFESSIONALIZE SCHOOL MATERIALS AND STAFF SELECTION. A REFERENCE 
TO THE QUESTION OF SENDING ALL CADRE TO MAY 7 SCHOOLS HAVING ONLY 
BEEN "DISCUSSED" SUGGESTED DISAGREEMENT ON THIS KEY POINT 
(HONG KONG 7036). 

6. ATTENDING MAY 7 SCHOOLS WAS ONE OF THE MAJOR INDIGNITIES 
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CADRE WERE FORCED TO ENDURE DURING THE CULTURAL REVOLUTION. 
ANOTHER WAS BEING DEMOTED TO LOWER-LEVEL WORK ASSIGNMENTS. 
REMINDING CADRE THAT "WHATEVER THEIR RANK" THEY ARE ALL "COMMON 
LABORERS AND SERVANTS OF THE PEOPLE, 1 ' A JULY RED FLAG ARTICLE 
STRESSES THAT THE DEMOTIONS-LIKE THE MAY 7 SCHOOLS-WILL ALSO

"EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITY FOR RE-STUDY."

7. SINO-SOVIET 

PEKING MEDIA CARRIED NUMEROUS ARTICLES HIGHLIGHTING THE SOVIET 
UNION'S STRATEGIC AIMS AND LONG-TERM AMBITIONS IN EUROPE. NCNA 
JULY 13 IN A LONG ARTICLE ON THE RECENTLY CONCLUDED FIRST-STAGE 
SESSION OF THE CESC SUCCINCTLY SUMMED UP THE PRC VIEW. THE ARTICLE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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SAID THAT SOVIET OBJECTIVE AT THE CESC "IS RECOGNITION BY 
GOVERNMENTS OF THE WEST OF SOVIET DOMINATION OF EASTERN EUROPE; 
MAKING THE COUNTRIES OF WESTERN EUROPE STILL DIVIDED AND ALIENATED 
FROM AMERICAN WHILE RUSSIA WOULD BE ABLE TO EXERT INCREASING 
INFLUENCE OVER POLICY IN WESTERN EUROPE." DURING THE WEEK NCNA 
ALSO REPORTED VARIOUS WEST EUROPEAN PRESS COMMENTS EXPRESSING 
SUSPICION OF SOVIET INTENTIONS. A JULY 15 NCNA ARTICLE, FOR 
EXAMPLE, REVIEWING FRENCH COMMENT STATED THAT THE FRENCH PRESS 
WAS EMPHASIZING THE DANGER OF EUROPE "DISARMING MORALLY AND 
MILITARILY IN FACE OF THE SOVIET MILITARY MENACE." NCNA ALSO 
PICKED UP PRESS COMMENT FROM PANAMA AND ARGENTINA CRITICAL OF THE 
USSR, AND ON JULY 1 1 REPORTED THE USAEC ANNOUNCEMENT OF ANOTHER 
SOVIET UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR TEST. MEANWHILE A SINO-SOVIET CIVIL 
AIR AGREEMENT WAS REACHED WHICH PROVIDES FOR THE PRC AS WELL AS 
THE USSR TO FLY THE PEKING-MOSCOW ROUTE. THIS THE FIRST SINO- 
SOVIET AGREEMENT SINCE 1969 APART FROM ANNUAL TRADE PROTOCOLS

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THEIR VISIT IS UNKNOWN, BUT THEIR ONE-HOUR LONG AUDIENCE WITH 
CHAIRMAN MAO, AN HONOR USUALLY RESERVED FOR HEADS OF STATE OR 
GOVERNMENT, RAISES THE POSSIBILITY THAT THEPHYSICIST IS BEING 
ASKED TO TEACH OR DO RESEARCH IN CHINA. NCNA'S REPORT OF THE 
MAO MEETING, HOWEVER, AGAIN IDENTIFIED YANG AS A CHINESE- AMERICAN. 
ALSO RECEIVING HIGH LEVEL TREATMENT, A GROUP OF "CHINESE SCHOLARS 
AND STUDENTS RESIDING IN THE US AND EUROPE" HAVE BEEN TOURING 
CHINA AND WERE FETED BY CHIAO KUAN-HUA AND LO CHING-CHANG (NCNA) 
JULY 1 1 ). THE GROUP REPORTEDLY INCLUDES "COMPATRIOTS OF TAIWAN 
PROVINCE ORIGIN. " LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 

9. TAIWAN 

SYMPTOMATIC OF PEKING'S CURRENT POLICY TOWARDS TAIWAN AND TAIWAN 
COMPATRIOTS (ITEM 8) CHEN CHIUNG HSUANG, "DEPUTY DEPARTMENT CHIEF 
OF THE FUKIEN CHAPTER OF CHINA PEASANTS AND WORKERS DEMOCRATIC 
PARTY" ADDRESSED AN OPEN LETTER TO HIS "OLD FRIEND" THE GOVERNOR 
OF TAIWAN, HSIEN TUNG-MIN. THE LETTER, BROADACAST BY FUKIEN 
FRONT RADIO TO TAIWAN, REMINDED HSIEH OF CHINA'S ACHIEVEMENTS AND 
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TAIWAN'S GROWING ISOLATION AND IN A CLEAR REFERENCE TO THE SOVIET 
UNION WARNED AGAINST MAKING ANY "DEAL" WITH "THE MONSTER." CHEN ADDED 
THAT THE REUNIFICATION OF THE MOTHERLAND IS A "HISTORIC DUTY THAT 
CANNOT BE PASSED TO THE NEXT GENERATION" AND PLEDGED THAT THOSE 
KMT LEADERS WHO COOPERATED WOULD BE TREATED WELL AND FAIRLY BY 
PEKING. AS IF TO MAKE CHEN'S PLEDGE CREDIBLE NCNA THE PREVIOUS 
DAY (JULY 13) ANNOUNCED THE APPOINTMENT OF CHAO MING-CHE, FORMER 
KMT ARMY MAJOR AND OFFICIAL OF CHINA AIRLINES, TO WORK IN THE CAAC.

NCNA JULY 16 CARRIED SIHANOUK'S MESSAGE CATEGORICALLY REJECTING 
NEGOTIATIONS OR COMPROMISE IN CAMBODIA. SIHANOUK'S DECISION TO 
LEAVE PEKING (FOR PYONGYANG) DURING THE FORTHCOMING CRITICAL 

PERIOD IS AN INDICATION THAT ANY US NEGOTIATIONS OF THE CAMBODIA 
PROBLEM MUST BE THROUGH THE KHMER INSURGENTS (PEKING 0560) AND 
HIS LATEST PERSONAL REJECTION OF TALKS ON CONCILIATION SUGGEST 
THAT HE IS LEAVING THE MATTER OF WHETHER TO AND HOW MUCH TO

HOST BUT THE PRINCESS PAID A CALL ON VICE PREMIER TENG NSIAO-PING.

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ABILITY, THE PRINCESS' HUSBAND WON TWO STRAIGHT SETS FROM ONE OF

HAS INEVITABLY STRAINED PEKING BAGHDAD RELATIONS. IN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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ADDITION, IRAQ'S UNCERTAIN DOMESTIC PICTURE MAY HAVE ALSO 
CONTRIBUTED TO THE PRC'S DOWNPLAY OF ITS TIES TO THE IRAQI 
GOVERNMENT. CONFIDENTIAL. 

14. HONG KONG 

HONG KONG STANDARD, JULY 15, REPORTED THE ARREST OF 14 KMT 
INTELLIGENCE AGENTS, INCLUDING THE ALLEGED HIGHEST RANKING KMT 
AGENT IN THE COLONY. ACCORDING TO THE REPORT THE ARRESTS WERE 
MADE A MONTH AGO, SHORTLY AFTER THE NEW SECURITY SECRETARY, PETER 
LLOYD, HAD PLEDGED INTENSIFIED ACTION AGAINST AGENTS USING HONG 

KONG AS A BASE FOR SUBVERSIVE OPERATIONS, A MOVE CLEARLY AIMED 
AT PLEASING PEKING.
